Inflation Made Twelve 
And One-Half Billion 
Dollar Postage Stamp 





Following the first world war 
Germany issued postage stamps 
with a face value of 50 Billion 
Marks. Normally that was about 
12% Billion dollars. A single sheet 
of the stamps at real value would 
pay for this entire world war, 
yet it took several of such stamps 
to pay postage on a single letter. 

Perhaps stamp collectors better 
than many other people can vis- 
ion what inflation might mean 
and it is quite fitting that the 
Bowery Savings Bank of New 
York in a recent newspaper ad- 
vertisement illustrates one of 
these 50 Billion Mark stamps and 
uses it as a story of inflation and 
the evils therefrom.

This is a name that we miss in 
the stamp papers today because 
Mr. Jarvis has been so busy with 
his efforts for winning the war 
and we are glad to again mention 
his name and are reminded to do 
so by receipt of a copy of a hand- 
some booklet that has just been 
issued to celebrate the 20th an- 
niversary of his business, known 
as the Niagara Falls Smelting and 
Refining Corporation. 

Few . people knew anything 
about Mr. Jarvis except as a 
stamp man and good fellow who 
operated the Kenmore Stamp 
Company at Kenmore, N. Y. and 
those who had the opportunity 
of visiting this business when it 
was active will always remember 
it as the most beautiful stamp 
store in the world. 

While Mr. Jarvis lives in Ken- 
more which is an appendage of 
Buffalo, his principal business is 
the Smelting and Refining bus- 
iness ‘which is situated at 2204 
Elmwood Avenue, in Buffalo, just 
over the Kenmore line. 

It was due to the heavy de- 
mands on his time and because 
he believed his assistance in win- 
ning this war was more import- 
ant than dealing in stamps, that 
Mr, Jarvis finally closed the 
stamp business and sold the stock 
to H. E. Harris & Co., of Boston. 
We feel confident that in later 
years Mr. Jarvis will again be 
heard from in stamp circles.

More About The Stamp 
For Denmark Which 
Has Been Announced 








Just prior to turning in copy 
to the printer for our last issue, 
an article came from Mr. A. E. 


Pade of Denver, telling or his ac- 
tivity in an an effort to have 
Denmark added to the list of 


countries for which the new flag 
stamps were being issued. When 
the- article was sent us we already 
had the information that the 
stamp had been approved and re- 
turned the copy to Mr. Pade ad- 
vising him of this fact, since the 
article seemed too far behind the 
turn of events to print it as it was. 
Mr. Pade was invited to rewrite 
the article and return it, but 
press of business forebade taking 
time for that and the article was 
returned as it was originally sent. 
Mr. Pade stated that our letter 
was the’ first information he had 
received that the stamp was to be 
‘isued. 

We make this explanation for 
not having printed the article or- 
iginally and in order that Mr, 
Pade may be given full credit for 
his effort on behalf of a stamp for 
Denmark, 

We print herewith the first two 
paragraphs from Mr. Pade since 
these two paragraphs express his 
sentiments better than we could 
state them and the remainder of 
the article is unnecessary in the 
face of the turn of events which 
now assure this additional stamp. 

Probably a good many people 
have been wondering, same as I 
have, just why Denmark was not 
included in the over-run Nation 
series of stamps. I have been an 
American for a good many years, 
but as I was born in Denmark I 
have a natural special interest in 
this matter, and I fee] that my 
country of birth has been slight- 
ed. Denmark has been resisting 
the Nazis in their own way just as 
much as-the other 11 countries. 

In an attempt to find out the 
reason for the ommission I wrote 
the Postmaster General on May 
17th, 1943. I explained that I 
thought a stigma had been cast 
upon the otherwise good name of 
Denmark, which is not warrant- 
ed, and that in this country we 
have hundreds of. thousands of 
good Americans of Danish de- 
scent who will deeply resent this 
distinction. I urged the Postmas- 
ter General to reconsider Ris de- 
cision and add Denmark to the 
list,

would have-saved mountains of 
time and trouble for dealers in 
first day covers and would have 
on the other hand, resulted in 
bigger sales of such covers to the 
advantage of the Postoffice De- 
partment and postal revenue. 

Jumping at conclusions, dealers 
advertised electric eye markings 
|had always sold for other issues. 
No dealer advertised the single 
copies or blocks with register 
marks or with name of the coun- 
try on the block.

The “hunting permit” revenue 
stamp which waterfowl sports- 
men are required to purchase 
during the fiscal year to end on 
June 30, 1944, went on sale last 
Thursday at all first and second 
class postoffices. It is of the $1 
denomination and has as its cen- 
tral design two wood ducks in 
flight, reproduced from an etch- 
ing by Walter E. Bohl, Wisconsin 
artist. 

This is the tenth annual stamp 
of its kind isued by the Govern- 
ment. Stamps in 1934 through 
1938 are inscribed ‘“‘U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Migratory 
Bird Hunting Stamp.” In the sub- 
sequent issues ““U. S. Department 
of the Interior” has been substi- 
tuted. The stamp is printed in 
sheets of twenty-eight.

Out Of Red For First 
Time In Twenty-Four 
Years For The P. 0.D. 


For the first time in twenty- 
four years, postal expenditures 
have been held within revenues 
during the first ten months of the 
current fiscal year. Postmaster 
General Frank C. Walker announ- 
ced June Ist. Revenues are about 
$5,000,000 more than’ expendi- 
tures. 

This record was achieved in 
spite of the delivery of huge vol- 
umes of postage-free mail for 
members of the armed forces and 
for Government agencies whose 
mailings have increased tremen- 
dously under the necessities of 
war; and in the face of payment 
of about $35,000,000 additional for 
increased postal salaries in recent 
months. 

Unaudited figures for the ten 
months show postal revenues of 
$800,435,357 and expenditures of 
$795,407,897. The postal deficiency 
for fiscal year 1941 was $24,314,- 
452 and for 1942 it was $11,825,- 
185. 

April revenues increased about

$12,000,000, or 17 per cent, over 
those of April 1942. Sales of 
stamps during that month at the 
187 largest post offices were 22 
per cent larger than a year ago; 
at about 5,000 of the next largest 
offices, 29 per cent; at the next 
largest 19,000 offices, 22 per cent; 
and at the 27,000 smallest offices, 
24 per cent. Percentage increases 
in special services were: money 
orders issued, 14 per cent; special 
delivery, 14; paid registry, 15; in- 
sured, 45; c.o.d., 20. There also 
were increases of 13 per cent in 
sacks of parcel post, and of 21 
per cent in parcel post pieces dis- 
patched outside sacks.

The 
engineering personnel of the pro- 
ject was, of course, predominently, 
Russian—with one lone Latvian 
assistant engineer named Pavulan, 
now the foremost authority on 
bridge engineering in Latvia.

This is a nice gesture and one that will doubtless arouse a lot 
of enthusiasm by misguided people who might think that some other 
city would stand even a ghost of a chance to get the show, 

The discussion will be helpful in arousing interest but beyond 
that will result in the final conclusion to hold the show where it 
should be held and that is naturally New York City. ~ 

We have no personal love for New York, yet common sense leads 
us to believe that New York is the one logical spot for the show for 
no other city in the country would or could, do or give so much to- 
ward the success of the event. 

It has been stated that collectors in distant cities should have a 
break in travel expense by holding the stamp in a mid-western city. 
No other argument can be made in favor of a mid-western city and 
that argument is too weak to be given any consideration. 

The sooner the city is named, the sooner we can all get down to 
the real business concerning the show, Anyone who attended TIPEX 
knows that there were large numbers of coliectors from abroad at that 
show and they would naturally come to New York quicker than to any 
other city in the country. New York has the bulk of the stamp busi- 
ness of America concentrated in it and this fact is further reason why 
the show should be there since visitors will want to call on many of 
the local dealers as well as visit the exhibition. 

In another year When a National Exhibition can be sponsored, we 
would gladly vote for some city other than New York, but for this 
event which should stand as our supreme effort in stamp exhibitions, 
we do not believe the success of the affair should be jeapordized by 
holding it in any city other than that one which will give the greatest 
support and effort toward its successful ac¢omplishment.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Postal Cancellations 
Of 4 French Warships 


By A. W. Bendig 





After the surrender .of the 
French military and naval forces 
in North Africa and the adherence 
of Admiral Darlan to the cause of 
the United Nations, it was decided 
to send the 35,000-ton battleship 
Richelieu to the United States to 
be repaired. Built and launched 
at Brest, France, in 1939, the Rich- 
elieu sailed to Dakar, on the west 
coast of Africa, after the collapse 
of France in 1940, where she was 
severely damaged in the two at- 
tacks the British and General De- 
Gaulle made on that port. The 
Richelieu sailed for the U. S. in 
January, 1945, accompanied by the 
light cruiser Montcalm and the two 
destroyers Terrible and Fantasque 
as escorts. All four ships reached 
the U. S. safely and are now 
berthed at three East coast ports. 

All mail from the crews of these 
ships is, of course, franked with 
regular United States postage 
stamps and mailed at the port fh 
which the ship is stationed, but 
each ship applys special cancella- 
tions and markings to its mail. 
We will take up each of the ships 
in turn and describe the markings 
on the covers. The Richelieu uses 
a hexagon postmark that reads 
“Batiment de Ligne Richelieu” 
with the date in two lines “15- 
4/43” in the center of the post- 
mark. The return address is mark- 
ed-on with a two-line rubber 
stamp and. says “Baltimeny de 
Ligne/Richelieu.” The Montcalm 
uses a hexagon postmark which 
is similar to the Richeliou’s with 
the wording “Croiseur Montcalm” 
and the same return address, In 
addition, this ship uses a double- 
lined, large size, round marking 
with a small anchor in the center 
and the wording “Marine Fran- 
caise/Service a la Mer” between 
the double lines. Both the Riche- 
lieu and Mofitcalm markings are 
in black. 

The destroyer Fantasque’s 
marking is a large, double-lined 
circle similar to the one used by 
the Montcalm, but a larger an- 
chor is used in the center. The 
wording in this circle is “Marine 
Nationale/Service a la Mer.” The 
Return address reads ‘“Contre- 
Forpilleur/Le Fantasque” and the 
dating mark is a single line rub- 
ber stamp. Again the cancellation 
used by the Terrible is a double- 
lined cricle, as is used by the 
Montcalm and Fantasque. How- 
ever, a much larger anchor is 
used in the center of the circle; 
an anchor that almost fills the 
center. The wording is the same 
as is used in the Fantasque’s can- 
cel. The name of the ship is print- 
ed in a small box on the cover. 
The markings of the Terrible and 
the Fantasque are printed in 
blue. In most instances, the covers 
of these four ships are also can- 
celled by the port in which they 
are stationed and, in a few instan- 
ces, cancelled by a standard “U. 
S. Navy” handstamp. 

These covers are an interesting 
reminder that the navy of Fight- 
ing France is again sailing with 
the navies of the U. S. and Great 
Britain and will play a big role 
in the liberation of continental 
France.

First, may I extend my thanks 
to all the LINN’S readers who 
wrote to me requesting a selection 
of meter slogans. Sendings were 
mailed promptly and should have 
arrived by now.

A slogan tape is instructive 
and reads, “Books” which is to as- 
sure the postal clerks that proper 
postage has been placed on the 
package. 

Department stores frequently 
use a slogan tape, “Contents: Mer- 
chandise. This parcel may be 
opened for Postal .inspection if 
necessary. Return postage guar- 
anteed” followed by the name 
and address of the firm, 

If Linns readers have anything 
of interest to report on their me- 
ter collections, I wish they would 
write abou it so that others may 
profit.

Airmail service on Pan-Ameri_ 
can Airways New Orleans-Merida 
(Mexico)-Guatamala City (Guata- 
|mala) route was officially inaugu- 
rated on June 14th. As I mention 
in this column quite some time ago, 
there would be no covers handled 
due to censorship and the lack of 
space on the planes. However, the 
carrier did put through a few cov_ 
ers for their officials, and it was 
my pleasure to see one of these 
covers recently. 

This cover was on a large-size 
(#10) lightweight airmail enve- 
lope, bearing the return address 
of PAN AMERICAN AIRWAYS 
INC. GUATEMALA, GUATEMA 
LA, C. A., and was addressed to 
Juan T. Trippe (President of Pan- 
American Airways) at the Com- 
pany’s New York City Offices. 

A special cancellation was used, 
and applied in purple ink. This 
was a handstamp reading (within 
the usua] circle) GUATEMALA * 
JUNIO * 14 * 1943 * GUATE- 
MALA. In the killer bars alongside 
the circle in three lines was VIAJE 
INAUGURIL * SERVICIO AERO 
* NEUVE ORLEANS. 

In addition, a small cachet was 
also applied to the cover in the 
same color ink as the cancellation. 
This cachet consisted of a scroll_ 
like frame within which appeared
